Miles, with four other men and | 
a woman, was charged with hav- | 
ing held up and robbed Walter| 
Niehaus’ saloon, at 1325 North| 
Grand boulevard, the night of Sept. 
11,° 1920, when $150 was taken 
from the cash register. When the 
case was called for a preliminary 
hearing Oct. 1 of that year the four 
most important witnesses, includ- 
ing Niehaus, failed to appear. Aft- 
er two continuances the case was 
dismissed on a nolle prosequi or- 


der Nov. 9, 1920, because of the 
lack of testimony, 
Early in the morning of Sept. 


22, 1922, Clark Kretschmar was 
shot in the right breast while in a 
saloon at 5691 Delmar boulevard. 
Policemen saw the automobile of | 
“Jimmy” Miles Jr. leaving the 
place, but Miles was not found un- 
til Oct. 6, when he surrendered to 
the police. Kretschmar then said 
he was unable to identify Miles as 
his assailant, and Miles was re- 
leased soon after. The shooting 
was not fixed upon anyone else. 


Police Opinion. 


In both the cases cited police of- 
ficials were of the opinion that 
pressure, amounting to actual in- 
timidation, had been exercised to 
prevent the prosecution of Miles. 

After the killing of O’Neal and 
the flight of Miles, Tuesday after- 
noon, Schaefer, who was O'Neal's 
partner in running the bar, said to 
uniformed policemen, and later to 
detectives of the homicide squad, 
that he, Schaefer, was the only 
other person in the bar at the 
time of the shooting. He related, 
as a matter of his own observation, 
that Miles drew his revolver, after | 
O’Neal had’ refused to serve him a 
drink of whisky, and shot O'Neal.

POISONED BY FROZEN SERUM 


Children on Whom It Was Used 
Develop Diphtheria.

BOSTON, Feb. 7.—The poison- 
ing of school children by injections 
of previously frozen toxin-antitoxin 
serum had spread no further to- 
day according to the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health. Twenty 
children in Coneord and 25 in 
Bridgewater who have been af- 
fected were inspected yesterday by 
specialists. , 

Because exposure to freezing 
temperatures apparently removed 
the anti-toxin element of the se- 
rum those inoculated ‘with it have 
developed mild cases of diphtheria 
a health official explained. They 
will be carefully watched for the.

on Bond ‘at Request of 
Husband, Who Was 
Clubbed on Head. 


NEIGHBOR TO PLEAD 
GUILTY OF ASSAULT 


St. Charles County Resi- 


dents Admit Plot to Get. 


Husband Out of Their 
Way. 


Ora Thoele, the St. Charles 
County farmer, who attempted to 
do away with his neighbor, Peter 
Saali, with the aid of Mrs. Saali, 
prepared to plead guilty, today, to 
a charge of assault with intent to 
kill, which carries life imprison- 
ment as maximum punishment. He 
is in jail at St. Charles. while his 
accomplice, the mother of five 
small children, has been restored 
to the husband she confesses she 
tried to murder. 


Mrs. Saali was reieased from the 


county jail last night on bond fur- 
nished by her father and another 
well-to-do St. Charles County farm- 
er, at the request of her husband, 
who, as was told yesterday, was 
clubbed by Thoele as he stepped 
out of his house: Wednesday eve- 
ning and thrown into his well by 
Thoele, assisted by Mrs. Saali. He 
became conscious yesterday and 
after being told the whole story, 
asked that the wife pe sent to him 
‘on account of the children.” ‘ 
Woman Arrested and 

Mrs. Saali left the jail carrying 
her 16-month-old baby and accom- 
panied by her oldest child, a girl 
of 9. Sie had been arrested ear- 
lier in the day wher she went to 
St’ Charles to attend the scheduled 
preliminary hearing of ‘Theele, 
who, unknown to her, had con- 
fessed the story of the attack to 
Chief Deputy Sheriff John Grothe. 
“It was all his fault,” she said, 
while Thoéle’s comment was “I did 
it for hér.”’ 

Thoele, who is 37 and married, 
said he was induced to join Mrs. 
Saali in the plot to kill her hus- 
band, because of her stories of mis- 
treatment at her husband’s hands. 
It was of record; however, that she 
had confé@ssed to hér husbarid of 
her relations with Thoete; dating 
from an accidental meeting with 
Thoele a year before, when he 
found her injured in a buggy acci- 
dent on a highway, and took her 
to a doctor, and that the husband 
had forgiven her. 

The Assault on_ Saali. 

Reposing in the vault of the 
Sheriff's office are two “ironwood”’ 
poles, one about four feet in length 
the other twice as long, and about: 
them center the story of the un- 
usual method which Thoele and 
Mrs. Saali adopted in their unsuc- 
cessful attempt to eliminate 
third member of the triangle.

Strictly 
business sessions of the conven- 
tion, of course, will be held at the 
Garden. 

“We see no reason why, when 
the time arrives for nominations, 
we shouldn't line up our delegates 
and convention followers for a big 
parade to one of the ball fields. We 
have arranged for the installation 
of amplifiers.” 

Mara said that arrangements
